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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not considered persuasive. 
The examiner agrees that the newly added amendments to the claims do not raise any new issues requiring further search or 
consideration and merely clarify the claims. As such the amended claims remain rejected based on the same rational as presented in the 
final office action on 04/04/07. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant in regard to the "in a personal information terminal 
argument." As stated in the final office action, Flanagin teaches a PIM consisting of a plurality of application programs maintaining distinct 
databases that store different data formats for the different databases of the PIM. Flanagin also taught the benefit of automatically 
updating data in a separate database with the data entered in to a first database. While Flanagin does not specifically teach wherein the 
second database was on the original PIM, the Ellard reference has been relied upon to teach the benefits of having conversion programs 
for converting data in any type of format in a first database to data of any type of format of a second database to which the first data was 
to be transferred. Ellard further teaches wherein the first database, second database, and conversion programs could all be part of the 
same computer system or that any one part of the system could be external to the other parts. Ellard finally teaches wherein the 
databases could represent data of different application programs. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). This is true especially when proper motivation to combine the references has been taken directly from the 
cited references. 
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
